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CRIME IN U. S. GROWING 
FASTER THAN POPULATION, 
CENSUS FIGURES INDICATE 


By the .issociated Press 
WASHINGTON, Sept 28. 
RIME, as evidenced by ad- 
missions to State prisons, is 
growing faster than the pop- 
ulation of the United States, a 
Census Bureau report issued to- 
day indicates. 

Complete retuns from 31 
states, covering 58 of a total of 
99 state prisons and reformato- 
ries, listed 27,018 new prisoners 
reecived in 1926, as compared 
with 21,054 in 1923, the first 
prison census year, an increase 
of 28.3 per cent. There were 
34.1 prisoners for each 100,000 
population jailed last year, as 
against 27.9 in 1923. 

The total inmates in 58 insti- 
tutions last Jan. 1 was 63,828, as 
against 47,578 Jan. 1, 192 

Of the states covered, Ohio 
led both in new prisoners re- 
ceived and in total inmates, Its 
four institutions received 3171 
prisoners during the year, and 
its total was 9144. 

States which received more 
than 1000 new inmates are Tex- 
as, 1979; California, 1789; Illi- 
nois, 1726; Oklahoma, 1683;

Louis Safety Council, the law en- 
forcement program of Mayor Mil- 
ler as. carried out in the police 
courts, and the co-operation of the 
Police Department under Chief 
Gerk had brought about a lower- 
ing of the number of automobile 
casualties from 192 deaths and 
6434 injuries in 1925 to 174 deaths 
and 6011 injuries in 1926, and an 
estimate, on the basis of the nine 
months’ record, of 124 deaths and 
5625 injuries for 1927. 

Figures on highway accidents for 
the entire United States, cited by 
an increase in 
deaths, injuries and estimated eco- 
nomic loss for each year of the 
five-year period of 1922-26. The 
five-year total, for the entire coun- 
try, was given as 114,879 killed, 
3.446.370 injured, and economic 
loss of nearly $3,000,000,000.

double taxation on corporation 
property.

THE CRIMINAL BOND SCANDAL. 


It would be hard to imagine ‘a more sordid and 
disheartening state of affairs than that revealed in 
St. Louis by the crinimal bond scandal.
